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Land, funding key questions in anti-40B plan 


Five-year plan for 
affordable housing 
due in mid-May

Pledging more ‘affordable 
housing’ in Agawam is hard 
enough. Paying for it is another 
question. Finding physical room 
to build 60 units per year may be 
the toughest task of all. 

Some participants in a Hous- 
ing Production Plan workshop 
last week questioned the need for 


the plan, which is geared toward 
compliance with Chapter 40B of 
state law. The law mandates that 
every town in Massachusetts en- 
sure that 10 percent of its housing 
stock is “affordable” — subsidized 
or deed restricted at a purchase 
price or rental rate within reach 
of a household earning 80 percent 
of the median household income 
in the Springfield metropolitan 
area. 

City Councilor Richard Ther- 
oux, who attended the April 4 
meeting, said some of Agawams 
neighbors, such as West Spring- 
field and Longmeadow, aren't 
putting together housing plans, 


and asked what makes Agawam 
different. 

“It just seems to me some- 
times some other communities 
get away with not doing their 
part, Theroux said. “A community 
like Longmeadow doesn't have to 
do this, but a town like Agawam 
does. 

Unfortunately, said Goldson, 
Agawam is ripe for affordable 
housing development. It’s far be- 
low the 10 percent standard set by 
the state — as are most suburban 
towns in Massachusetts — but 
unlike some other nearby towns, 
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Jill Messick, a member of the Conservation Commission, marks affordable 
housing as “very important” in a survey before the April 4 Housing Production 
Plan meeting.

Phased streetscape plan 
would still cost $3.61M 


Pros, cons weighed 
with council vote

Critics remained unsatisfied 
with a phased-in, lower-cost Wal- 
nut Street Extension streetscape 
plan presented by the town engi- 
neer this week. 

Though the up-front cost was 
reduced from $5.28 million to 
$3.61 million, City Councilor Gina 
Letellier — who earlier said shed 
like to “do something” for the 
shopping district but couldn't jus- 
tify spending $5 million on one- 
third of a mile — said she wasn't 
seeing the “significant reductions” 
she had hoped for. 

The new proposal, like the 
old one, would replace the cur- 
rent strip malls on Walnut Street 


Extension with angled on-street 
parking, a separated bike path 
and wide sidewalks with plantings 
and benches. Some of the savings 
come from cosmetic changes — 
using asphalt instead of concrete 
for some surfaces; leaving out 
some decorative items. Most of 
the up-front savings comes from 
splitting the project into three 
phases and only committing to 
build the first one. 

That first phase would fo- 
cus on the streetscape along the 
two-block north-south portion of 
Walnut Street Extension. Park- 
ing and sidewalk improvements 
along Shopping Court would have 
to wait for phase 2, and improve- 
ments to the Ramah Circle and 
Suffield Street intersections, in- 
cluding a rotary at Ramah Circle, 
would constitute a third phase. 

Building in phases comes at a 
long-term cost. While the initial 
cost to the town will be lower, be-

The videos were featured 
at the second annual “Stop the 
Swerve” event that included inter- 
active activities and educational 
opportunities for teens and par- 
ents about impaired driving. 

The highlight of the March 31 
event at the Basketball Hall of 


Fame — funded by a drunk driv- 
ing trust fund grant run by the 
Massachusetts Office of Victim 
Assistance — was 30- to 60-sec- 
ond original videos produced by 
33 high school students from 15 
schools. The videos showed the 
risks associated with drunk or 
drugged driving. 

James Leydon, a spokesman

“Jake's video was put together 
very well, Leydon said. “It shows 
young people texting before a 
party and parents waiting for 
them to come home, then cuts to 
a tragedy on a roadway.

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Police Headquarters evacuated for bomb hoax 


Agawams Police Headquarters was 
evacuated Tuesday evening after a “highly 
suspicious’ package was dropped off at the 
Springfield Street building. 

Police Chief Eric Gillis reported, in a 
written statement later that night, that 
the package was investigated by the Mas- 
sachusetts State Police and other agencies 
and found to be harmless. The section of 
Springfield Street in front of the police 
building in eastern Feeding Hills was 
closed for about an hour. 


According to Gillis, “a person well- 


known to our agency entered the building 
lobby with a suspicious package just before 
6 p.m. Tuesday, April 11. Ignoring dispatch- 
ers instructions to remove the item from 
the building, this person left the package 
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near a lobby door and fled the premises. 
Based on their knowledge of the individual 
and on advice from Fire Chief Alan Sirois, 
police decided to evacuate the building and 
close off the adjacent section of Springfield 
Street, between Franklin and Line streets. 

The device was inspected by town fire- 
fighters, the Massachusetts State Police 
bomb squad, a state trooper attached to 
the state fire marshal’s office, and members 
of the FBI's Joint Terrorism Task Force. It 
was determined to be a “hoax device, and 
at about 7 p.m. the decision was made to 
reopen Police Headquarters and reopen 
the street to traffic. 

During this time, members of the Aga- 
wam Police Department were sent to the 
home of the person who dropped off the 
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package, and observed him exit his home. 
He was taken into custody without further 
incident. He was brought temporarily to 
the West Springfield Police Department 
and detained at that facility. He was trans- 
ferred to Agawam custody when Police 
Headquarters reopened. 

Police said Tuesday they were not re- 
leasing the name of the suspect in custody, 
as it remained under investigation by town 
detectives and state and federal officials. 

While Police Headquarters was closed 
and completely evacuated, all E-911 calls 
from Agawam were routed to West Spring- 
field's police dispatch center, but handled 
by Agawam dispatchers who had tempo- 
rarily transferred to that location.

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Inside dirt on trash toters, part 2 


Starting July 3, the town of Agawam will 
switch from its traditional curbside waste 
collection program — with trash barrels 
and recycling bins emptied by hand — to 
a new system using wheeled trash and re- 
cycling carts, picked up by an automated 
arm attached to the garbage truck. The De- 
partment of Public Works recently released 
a list of questions and answers about the 
switch. The Agawam Advertiser News is re- 
printing the DPW document in three parts; 
part 1 was printed on April 6, and part 3 
will follow in a future edition. 

We live in a multi-family home. How 
many carts will we get? Two-, three- and 
four-family properties will get one set of 
carts for each living unit. Owners of these 
properties are responsible for proper 
placement and removal of carts on collec- 
tion days. Owners must ensure that carts 
remain with the property upon tenant de- 
parture. 

How do I place my cart on the curb? 
Place carts no more than two feet from 
the street, four feet from all parked cars 
and permanent structures, and allow two 
feet between each other. Carts should be 
placed with the handles and wheels facing 
your house, away from the street. 

What if my cart is stolen? Stolen carts 
should be immediately reported to the 
Police Department. A copy of the police 
report should be forwarded to the DPW to 
request a replacement cart. 

How do I know which cart is mine? 
The town of Agawam retains ownership 
of the carts. Each cart will have an RFID 
tag that will be linked to the delivery ad- 
dress. Carts should never be removed from 
that location. The carts RFID tag may be 
tracked through the use of a scanning 
technology mounted in the truck or by a 
hand-held scanner to identify its intended 
location. You can also identify your cart by 
the serial number on the front of the cart. 
It is recommended you write this number 


in a safe place or take a picture of it, in the 
event your cart is stolen. 

What if my cart has been dam- 
aged? All carts will be inspected prior to 
exchange. Carts not covered under the 
manufacturers warranty or with damage 
deemed accidental will be exchanged at a 
cost of $65. Carts should not be placed in 
the street or on the tree belt before 7 p.m. 
the evening before your scheduled collec- 
tion. Carts should be removed from the 
tree belt by 7 p.m. of the collection day. In 
the event of a snow storm, it is encouraged 
residents wait until the morning of their 
collection day to roll carts to tree belt, and 
remove them as soon as possible. Do not 
leave carts on the tree belt or in the road 
overnight. The town is not responsible for 
any damage to carts left out before or af- 
ter these times. Damaged carts should be 
reported immediately to the DPW at 413- 
821-0600. For carts requiring maintenance 
due to normal wear and tear (wheels and 
lids), residents should contact Republic 
Services at 413-557-6700. 

If I sell my home, do I take my carts 
with me? No. Carts are to remain at the lo- 
cation in which they were delivered. Each 
cart is scanned and linked to the address it 
was delivered to. 

What if I buy a house and there are 
not carts? The buyer is responsible to 
make sure carts are available at the new 
property. If not, replacement carts are $65 
each. 

Other topics to be addressed in part 3 
include what items can be placed in trash 
and recycling carts, and what to do in 
weeks where your household trash volume 
exceeds the cart’s capacity. For the full list

Be bear aware 
this spring 


he cackles of red-winged blackbirds and croaks 
of wood frogs have already begun, signaling 
once again that spring is in the air. 

Soon, flowers will be in full bloom, temperatures 
will climb above 60 degrees, and the state will stock 
ponds and rivers with trout. Just as the rise and tem- 
peratures and the blossoming woods inspire folks to 
get outside and beat cabin fever, another group of 
mammals is waking from winter slumber: the black 
bear. 

Though the town may now have many of the con- 
veniences of a city, several times a year some country 
bears show up to remind us that Agawam and Feeding 
Hills were their territory long before the first subdi- 
visions were built. It isn’t a question of whether we'll 
see bears this year — it’s a question of when, and how 
often. 

While bears may be intimidating and strike fear 
in the minds of many people, bears and people often 
peacefully coexist with little to no contact. In some in- 
stances, they cause property damage to gardens and 
bird feeders as they search for a quick meal. In most, 
the bear comes away with a bad reputation or with a 
bounty on its head. 

According to the Massachusetts Division of Fish- 
eries and Wildlife, there are at least 4,500 black bears 
statewide. Those bears are now active and in search of 
food. To avoid property damage or the possible kill- 
ing of a bear, MassWildlife encourages folks to remove 
bird feeders, garbage and compost from outside their 
homes, and to properly secure chickens, beehives and 
any livestock. 

Perhaps their most important piece of advice is to 
“keep bears wild, never feeding the animals inten- 
tionally or even unintentionally by leaving pet dishes 
or other food sources outdoors. Officials say most nui- 
sance situations can be avoided by removing food or 
modifying human behavior. 

Rather than using bird feeders, officials suggest 
planting native plants and adding water features, 
which may help to increase the attractiveness to birds 
while reducing the unnatural feeding of bears and 
other potential nuisance animals. 

When composting, folks should avoid adding 
meat, oily and sweet-smelling or -tasting materials. 
Such products attract bears and other animals. Gar- 
bage, MassWildlife says, should be placed outside just 
prior to pickup and stored in closed containers in a 
garage or outbuilding. Bear-proof containers may be 
available from waste management contractors. 

Even when cubs are present, officials remind folks 
it is uncommon for a bear to attack. Mother bears of- 
ten send their cubs up trees to avoid danger and wont 
let them down until the threat is gone. If an encounter 
with any bear occurs, people should calmly back away 
and avoid running, talking calmly. 

In the rare circumstances when a black bear may 
show aggressive behavior, folks should stand their 
ground and fight back if necessary. Make noise, wave 
arms or branches and look bigger than the bear.

While bears may be intimidating, their presence 
is often a natural occurrence. By being proactive and 
being aware of our own behavior, we can keep it that 
way.

Cultural Council meets next week at library 


The Agawam Cultural Council will meet 
at 7 p.m. Tuesday, April 18, at the Agawam 
Public Library. The meeting is open to the 
public. There is no cost to join or serve. The 
library is at 750 Cooper St., Agawam. 

This all-volunteer organization, ap- 
pointed by the mayor and funded, in part, 
by the Massachusetts Cultural Council, is 


looking for new members. The council is 
charged with bringing engaging, entertain- 
ing, and educational events and opportu- 
nities in the arts, humanities, and interpre- 
tive sciences, to children and adults from 
Agawam and the surrounding communi- 
ties. 
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Agawam still has large tracts of developable land avail- 
able at low cost . Even after Way Finders (formerly HAP) 
builds its proposed affordable housing development on 
Mill Street, the town will be well under 10 percent and re- 
main attractive for another Chapter 40B project — unless 
it takes advantage of the “safe harbor” provision in Chapter 
40B. 

Any town with a state-certified Housing Production 
Plan can qualify for a year’s immunity from unfriendly 40B 
projects by adding, in one year, a number of affordable 
housing units equal to 0.5 percent of total housing. In Aga- 
wam, this would mean adding 60 affordable housing units 
each year. A town in “safe harbor” regains its authority to 
reject 40B projects that conflict with local zoning. 

“[You] want to have control, and that’s what the plan is 
helping you with, Goldson said. 

Stephen Roth disagreed with the emphasis on building 
housing units. He said another provision of Chapter 40B 
allows towns to enter “safe harbor” if affordable housing 
covers 1.5 percent or more of the town’s developable land. 
He argued that Agawam should work toward that stan- 
dard, instead. 

Finding room and funding for 60 units per year, for five 
years, is the difficult part. Goldson identified 10 properties 
in Agawam that are owned by the town, available for sale, 
or currently being developed that might make sense as 
sites for affordable housing developments. They are: 

e Tuckahoe Turf Farm on South Westfield Street, more 
than 300 acres. 

e 311 Shoemaker Lane, 101 acres. 

e South Westfield Street across from Soldier On, 39 
acres. 

« The former VFW on South Street, 25 acres. 

e Silver Street across from the industrial park, 16 acres. 

e 586 Mill St. (the HAP/Way Finders project), 12.5 acres. 

e 349 Shoemaker Lane, 7.5 acres, adjacent to the other 
Shoemaker parcel. 

e Property behind Brady Village, 6 acres.

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Jennifer Goldson, a consultant from Boston, explained Chapter 
40B of state law and the need for affordable housing in Agawam. 


Based on the results of the April 4 workshop, Goldson 
will develop a Housing Production Plan for Agawam, to be 
presented to the Planning Board and City Council in mid- 
May. 

In addition to looking at properties, the plan will dis- 
cuss strategies to manage and pay for affordable housing 
construction. Participants in last week's workshop dis- 
cussed setting up a housing trust, which could receive pri- 
vate donations and apply for nonprofit grants, in addition 
to funds from the town. The trust would also be able to 
own property and work with private developers.

“The scene implies that the girl's friends 
and family will suffer sadness for the rest 
of their lives while the boy who drank and 
drove will drown in guilt for eternity, ex- 
plained Weiners. “You hurt a lot more than 
yourself when you drink and drive. People 
who drink and drive often think only about 
themselves. An important aspect to con- 
sider is that you could take someone else's 
life, such as a girlfriend’ 


‘Simply foolish’ 

Calling drinking and driving “simply 
foolish, Weiners said every time drivers 
get behind the wheel under the influence, 
theyre much more likely to get hurt or even 
killed. 

“It can drastically affect people's lives, 
he said. “Drunk-driving campaigns are 
so important because many people dont 
seem to understand the consequences. 

Weiners did nearly all the filming and 
editing and composed the soundtrack us- 
ing his guitar and audio software. It took 15 
to 20 hours to film and edit. 

His biggest challenge was to leave the 
audience “at the edge of their seats, with 
only a minute to execute “a decent sto- 
ryline’ He cut several scenes, making it 
faster-paced, but harder to follow. “I was 
a little nervous because you really have to 
pay attention the entire time or you will 
definitely miss something due to quick cuts 
and vital scenes that were shortened.

Agawam resident finds booming 
business in digital retail world

LavishlyHip.com, which topped the 
Springfield Regional Chamber of Com- 
merces “Super 60” for highest revenue 
growth among local businesses last year, 
started in an Agawam Basement just six 
years ago. 

LavishlyHip is an online retailer run by 
Rika Woyan, an Agawam resident for 30 
years. Woyan spent 25 years in corporate 
America before striking out on her own. 

‘Tve always had a passion for jewelry 
and accessories, Woyan explained. “Ini- 
tially [I] started selling my own [jewelry] 
on eBay. I enjoyed it so much, and a friend 
of mine has a store down in Florida; I at- 
tended a New York jewelry show with her. I 
then became convinced that this was what 
I wanted to do” 

She wasnt sure Agawam could support 
a full brick-and-mortar store, so she used 
her background in information technology 
to build a virtual marketplace. Despite sales 
doubling each year she’s been in business, 
she said she was “completely shocked” to 
lead the Super 60. 

‘Tve been so much head down growing 
the business that I never really took the 
time to step back and look at it; Woyan 
said. “We were thrilled [and] definitely are 
still growing. We are looking at other meth- 
ods to try and turn around the inventory 
faster. 

LavishlyHip has an office in Feeding 
Hills, but primarily handles orders through 
eBay.com and Amazon.com. Woyan said 
she is hopeful they will have their own on- 
line store up and running at some point 
this year. While the majority of the orders 
come from the United States, they have 
customers across the globe, including Can- 
ada, Australia, the U.K. and Singapore. 

Woyan is joined by five part-time staff 
members, who help her process orders, 


ship out to Amazon fulfillment centers, and 
handle customer service inquiries. Woyan 
takes pride in handling issues quickly for 
her customers; she believes that “just be- 
cause we made a sale doesnt mean the 
transaction is over. 

“I am proud of my staff. They all work 
well together and when it gets really busy 
they're willing to work extra, she said. 

Primarily dealing in jewelry and acces- 
sories, LavishlyHip has been carving out a 
digital niche by representing lesser-known 
designers that shoppers wont find in the 
average chain-store jewelry section. That’s 
the “hip” in the online store’s name. 

“Tm not ever looking for designers you 
might find in Macy's, because obviously you 
could just go to Macy's, said Woyan. “That’s 
where we research and do deciding and try 
to fill in different styles and hopefully were 
covering some of the classic women who 
want jewelry and also someone who has 
a more bohemian style. You want to carry 
something that not everybody else is carry- 
ing, however, you have to carry some things 
that people are searching for. It can't be so 
obscure that only avery small population is 
looking for it.’ 

The past six years have been a constant 
learning process for Woyan, whos had to 
adapt to the entrepreneurial life. 

“I didn't have anyone to sort of fall back 
to as an entrepreneur, so it’s been meeting a 
lot of people who have been very generous 
about sharing what they ve learned and 
pointing me in directions I hadn't thought 
of, she said. “At times it feels positive and 
sometimes overwhelming.

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Baby's Teeth — 
When to Start Flouride Toothpaste 


We are frequently asked when is the best time to make the leap 
from fluoride-free (training toothpaste) to fluoride kid's toothpaste. 
The most updated guidelines suggest that parents can skip the 
training toothpaste all together. The American Dental Association 
and the American Academy of Pediatric Dentistry suggest a tiny 
smear of fluoride toothpaste (about the size of a rice grain) on 
the brush twice daily as soon as baby teeth come into the mouth. 
Once children turn 3 years old, the amount can be increased to a 
pea-size dollop. Children should be taught to spit out toothpaste 
as they get older, but parents can still help small children brush 
with a tiny amount of fluoride toothpaste even before they are 
able to spit. The purpose of these updated guidelines is to fight 
the rising number of cavities among young children, which can be 
caused by frequent snacking and/or frequent juice consumption. 
These recommendations overturn previous recommendations to 
start using a pea-size amount of fluoride toothpaste at 2 years. 
Remember these are general guidelines — it is always best to ask 
your child's dentist for specific recommendations!

cause of inefficiencies and projected infla- 
tion in costs, the final price tag is estimated 
to be around $6.35 million. Phase 2 would 
cost approximately $1 million and phase 3, 
$1.78 million. 

Town Engineer Michelle Chase, who 
worked on the initial plan and presented 
the new three-phase plan this week, said 
she hopes state grants would be available 
to help with the funding for phases 2 and 
3. The town applied for a MassWorks grant 
to fund part of the Walnut Street Extension 
project in 2016 but was denied. 

Chase said the town is anxious to fund 
phase 1, rather than waiting for funding 
to build the whole project, because of the 
states plans to reconfigure the Springfield 
Street-Walnut Street intersection as part of 
its reconstruction of the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge, starting in 2018. If the town does 
not adopt a streetscape plan by April 26, 
the states intersection design will match 
up to the current roadway, not the pro- 
posed streetscape. 

At Monday's meeting, Mayor Richard 
Cohen said the streetscape project, the 
Morgan-Sullivan Bridge work and the pro- 
jected cleanup of the eyesore Games and 
Lanes property would provide an econom- 
ic boost to the town. He said Starbucks 
has shown interest in a revitalized Walnut 
Street Extension. 

“That is our busiest intersection at 
about 22,000 cars a day, he said, referring 
to the Agawam side of the bridge, where 
Main, Springfield and Suffield streets meet. 
“With the pedestrian and bicycle and the 
new bridge, we will increase that and that 
will increase the revenue and the retail that 
comes in. [This will] enhance economic de- 
velopment and growth in our community 
in a positive way with as little impact on 
people as we possibly can’ 

Residents and business owners — there 
were about 50 people in attendance at 
Monday's meeting — also took the oppor- 
tunity to ask their questions and concerns 
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about the project to Chase, Cohen and the 
rest of the panel. 

Several said the town is “putting the cart 
before the horse” by rushing this project. 

Billy Chester said the mayor and council 
should ask for taxpayers permission before 
spending taxpayers money. 

“Have you thought about putting this on 
the November ballot and let the taxpayers 
decide if they want [this] or not?” he asked. 

Dominic Ricco and Corinne Wingard 
asked how the project will influence tax 
rates. Town Treasurer and Collector Laurel 
Placzek said that that the impact on resi- 
dential taxes will be $10.35 per $100,000 
valuation in year 1, while commercial taxes 
would be increased by $19.76 per $100,000 
valuation. 

Sue Drumm expressed her dissastifica- 
tion with the proposal and feels the town 
would be better off “putting my money into 
the schools. I need to invest in our children, 
not in some pretty trees like they did on 
Main Street.’ 

Edward Borgatti, owner of EB’s restau- 
rant, said the reason for empty storefronts 
in the area isnt the attractiveness of the 
street, but that small investors are in over 
their heads owning properties too large for 
them to handle. He criticized the town for 
scaring away larger developers that have 
more resources. 

“If we have viable businesses paying tax- 
es, just like Michelle said, the way to drop 
the cost now is taxes, and you can get taxes 
through business. We don’t have any busi- 
ness. We have an anti-business culture in 
Agawam. It’s a fact. We have a huge prob- 
lem down here, Borgatti said. 

Others in attendance, however, saw pos- 
itives in the plan. 

David Gardner, who owns 365-385 
Walnut Street Ext. — the strip mall that 
includes EB’s — said the neighborhood 
is ready for change and this project is a 
chance to decide if the town is going to be a 
part of that change or be left out. 

Derek Myers added that that investing 
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The town’s plan for Walnut Street Extension includes broad sidewalks and on-street parking — and a

in the town is a good thing, as revitaliz- 
ing the area with increase property values, 
which in turn will increase tax receipts. 
“How can investing be a bad thing? How 
can this vision be a bad thing? If you do 
nothing [Agawam] will be a zombie city 
like Greenfield, like Pittsfield,’ Myers said.
